Ratliff is presently in Jacl<sonville's St. Vincent's Hospital and at last 
condition with no change since Saturday. 

According to relatives, tfie Pages 
of Winter Haven, Fla., were going to 
vioit Ratliff a! his home in Jesup, Ga. 
when the accident occurred. 

Both Page and Ratliff ware junior 
lettarman starters on the Saminola 
football team and were prominent 
defensive standouts at the Atlanta 
Peach Bowl December 30. 

According to Valdosta Police. 
Ratliff mas the driver of the car whan 
the accident occurred at the HighiMay 
84, West Hill Avenue crossing. 

Valdosta Police added that the 
only control devise at the crossing 
seas a black and white railroad 
warning sign. Officers also remarked 
that a warehouse impaired vision in 
the direction from whwh the 
northbound train approached. 

According to the official polioa 
report, the car was pushed 203 feet 
by the train before coming to a 
complate stop. Valdosta Police Lt 
Raymond Ftowers said that Ratliff 
"wpvantly dkin't see the train. 
There were no skid merits."

Vietnam Talk Success: 
Test of Endurance 



PARIS (AP) - The future of the 
Vietnam talks may depend now upon 
wfm can last kmgest in an endurance 
test, and Americans and South 
Vietnamese are letting it be known 
they have plenty of staying power. 

Which side in the search for 
peace, is under the most pressure to 
reach some sort of settlement' What 
happens .f the Americans and South 
Vietnamese dig in their heels with a 
doggedness matching that of North 
Vietnam and the Viat Cong's 
National Lfearatktn From? 

The prevalent oonwictkNi here is 
that nothing much isgoing to hwpan 
at the formal sessions of the 
negotiations. Watchers at what 
evidently is to become a weekly 
Thursday ritual are conviced that 
only small secret meetings bet wee n 
the contending sides can produce 
results that might leed to retethw 
peace in South Vietnam. 

The ofreary praapact is that the 
four delegations at Thursday 
meetings will repeat much the same 
things to each other across 26 feet of 
table. 

Both sideline watchers and people 
involved in producing the Niagara of 
familiar words occupy thamseivas 
after each session with the 
unrewarding pastime of searching for 
hidden meanings, shades of 
differences.

The United States wants all long 
statements dispensed with. US. 
Amtwssador Henry Cabot Lodge 
deliberately hat kept his own 
statements britf, as little m SOO 
words, compared with tha thousands 



of words in the others. 

His point is to persuade the others 
that If statements are not prepared 
for propaganda purposes, they are 
much more Hkely to be trimmed to 
matttrs of serkMsbusifwsi. 

Many informed Americans here 
believe that there would be strong 
Preswre on HerKii, particularly if its 
people feared the bombing of North 
Vietnam might be renewed. 

There are also economic press^' 
at work. North Vietnam is tieiieved 
anxious to begin reconstruction and 
economic building with foreign aid. a 
situation that would give tiie 
Russians a forceful voice. 

There is military pressure, too 
American military men ay the Misr is 
going better for them all the time.

WASHINGTON (AP) Proposals to 
eliminate the draft and create an 
all-volunteer Army may run into 
ouble when and if they reach the 
House Armed Services Committae. 

Chairnwn L. Mandsl Rwara, 
D-S.C, without taking a firm 
position for or against the proposals, 
hinted broadly in an interview he is 
opposed to the creation of a 
well paid, aH^hinteer pro fewio nal 
Army. 

"I'm not al all sure I d favor a 
volunteer Army, " Rivers said. "I 
think I would rather have a mixture 
of reserves and regulars. I think tfiat 
mix would be tjest for the country." 



Rivers said one of the reasons he 
would be against a wholly volunteer 
Army would be its allegiarKS to the 
Defense Department and the 
President and not to Congress. 

"I believe a reserve officer is more 
likaly to tsHc to hitoanrHMnen than 
a regular officer," he aid. 

President NiKon, carrying out a 
campaign promise, aAed Secretary of 
Defense Melvin R. Laird last 
Thursday to set up a special 
commission to develop a plan of 
action for eliminating tt>e draft.

An anarchist is defined as one who advocates anarchy or 
believes in anarchism; one »yho attempts to establish 
anarchy; especially, orte «^ belitMS ki or practlcM 
terroristic anarchism. 

These definitions wvere not made up l>y mo, but are 
found in "Webster's New International DiclkMiary". 

Perhaps a few views onanerchyiwiH be an educatkm for 
Mr. Tucker. Dr. D.G.Kousoulas has written, "the history of 
mankind offers little support for Locke's asurance of a law 
of nature. In the absence of such a law of nature, lack of 
social restraints would have opened the way to anarchy. 
Anarchy is incompatible with an orderly society iMcaiMe it 
leaves naked force as the only source of power." 

To go further in this, from the "Encyclopedia 
Briiannica ■ comes, "anarchists aim at a stateless society 
(sound familiar; like withering awey of the statal in whch 
harmony is maintained by wdumary 
individuals and group*.

The days of 'shop' are ower, along 
with birittiouies and tiookcani. 
Industrial Arts ha* expandMl from 
drafting, mstais, and woods Into the 
modern fields of computer 
technology, research and 
development, material testing, 
cybernetics, space technology, 
industrial design and aerospace 
education. 

Kids are now building fuel cells, 
space tools, fluidic circuits to be used 
in space computers, simulated space 
stations, and working models of lunar 
space Imding craft. 

For the last two years the FSU 
Industrial Arts Department has 
administered a summer program to 
bring industrial art teachers jp to 
date in the latest fields o* study. The 
program, "Industrial Arts Space 
Technology', Is financed by the 
government. 

The program Is geared toward a 
tBacher-trsiner situation, drawing on a 
group of 25 taachars selected rem 
across the country. 

Ernest G. Berger Jr., assistant 
professor of industrial arts, said the 
aim of the program mas to txidge the 
technological gap between industrial 
reality and present industrial 
methods.

The students devote 3 hours, 5 
days a week, for 6 weeks during the 
summer They attempt to solve some 
of the problems of space technotogy 
after first itx-st-y iie basic 
information provided by NASA. 

The goal for this summer's project 
will be building a simulated space 
center station. The students wiH be 
concerned with the problams of 
instrumentation, flight oonMl, life 

support sysacn^ eompiMta aMf food 

supply. 

In a sense the FSU program serves 
as an experimental workshop for 
NASA. The program provides the 
students with a dtallenging learning 
process while 'teediing Hie teachers' 
the best method* of iiwruction in 
the new concepts of space 
technology.

VP Arnold Replies 
To SDS Demands

Acting Vice President for Student Affairs John K. 
AmoM yesterdey replied to the demands pres en ted to him 
by the Students fore Damocr a t fc Soaaty (SOS) on Jenuary 
13. 

In a prepered siatemem ralaand yesterday AmoM said, 
"Because the questions [demandsl w o r e miadiraciad, 

resiionses to them have been merely to (Xiint out the proper 
courses of action which should have been followed to 
obtain appropriate action The fact that the questions 
themselves have not been answered has created doubts in 
the minds of other uninformed students." 

AmoU further stated that he Division of Student AHairs 
collected informatkm on ttie questkms and is now in the 
process of disiriiuting that information to the student 
body. 

Concerning the university recognithm of orgenizations, 
Arnold stated that the revised Boerd of Regents (BOR) 
policies have been interpreted to assign final responsibility 
for the recognition of organizations to student government. 
However, Arnold clarified his statement by saying 
Actually, the revised policies specify that approval by 
Student government is necessary before the university may 
recognize officially a student organization, but imposes no 
limitatkMis on the authority of tha un i ver s i t y to deny 
recognition to an organization which has been appnwedlty 
student government. This saes darif led in the interpistatkMi 
of the policy by tha Attorney Ganeial of the Stele of 
Florida on January 14, 1969." 

Arnold also stated that non academic employees of the 
university have the right to orgamre and present their 
proposals to the university. He said that legislation has been 
r>foi>osed for the upcoming Legislature to establish 



guidelines for collective bargaining between public agencies 
and employees. 

Arnokl stated that the oriy correspondence or 
documents not open to public view were those marked 
panonal or oonfidantial, which must have the consent of 
the parson originating tha message before it is released. This 
open corratpondenca inciudea (that! with the OefeMe 
Oapertment. ConMnt of tiw student it raquirad before the 
university wilt ruliaiB informetion from eifenMelratiae f Hea. 

As to the Afro-American Studies Progr a m. AmoM 
stated, "Florida A&M University has a program in 
Afro-American Studies. FSU students may, with the 
permission of their academic dean, register for credit in 
tliese courses. In view of the BOR policy of limiting 
specialized programs to selected institutions, it is unlikely 
that such a program would also be esiablishad at this 
institution. HowoiMr, couraes r e lno n t to AfronAnwriCM' 
studies do exist on this campus." 

According to Arnold, tha uni u ar iit y has no plans to 
expand rMMth of its present bouiKiaries. and any southern 
expansion through uft»n renewal must conform to "Urban 
Renewal Federal Requireinents for RahtcatkMi," wMch 
protect the rights of the residents. 

Tha release also stated that no information is sent to 
draft boards except upon request of the student concerned. 
The only information provided the local boanl upon 
request is en indicetion of the student's degne of p i o g r e ss 

towierd ttie completion of his degree requirements. 

The statement from Arnold covers all the demands and 

explains what action the university has taken Or is in the 
process of taking in the areas of the demands. 



CEEB Sees Test Inadequades, 
But Does Not Propose Changes 



NEW YORK (CPS) - The College Entrence Examination 
Board appears ready to concede that "itsedmissionsprogrBm 
is geared primarily to serving instituttons of hi#Mr 
education and that, as a result, an imbalance exists between 
this servk* and the individual needs of students who want 
to continue their education beyond high school 

But the boerd does not seem prepared to make any 
radical departum in its basic program of aptitude and 
achievement tests, without which few students cen be 
admitted to colleges and universities. 

Its emphasis more likely will be on offaring a ddition al 
services to help students meke more enii#itened judgments 
about thamrtwi and the educ«ional Imtltutioos they 
mi^t attend. 

That was the impression left at the Ijoard s annual 
meeting by its president, Richard Pearson, and by the 
cheirmen of its commission on tests. The 21 member 
oommisskm was appointed in 1967 to conduct a broad 
review" of the theory end practice of the College Board s 
tasting pro-am. It was charged with gathering "evidence of 
the need for chenge" end deciding what new examaietions 
might be needed in the future. 

So far the commisswn hes been unibia to tacondle the 
widely divergent views among Ha members. But Mr. 
Pearson in his annual report to the Collegs Boerd. seM tm 
am uiideisianding of theeomnwsion'fimentlon a«««at

Last October, the Ftambew editorially supported the lowering of 

the voting age to 18, and recommended that this decision be made in 
the form of a federal mandate. 

At that time it was pointed out that college campuses have become 
the focal points of a pervasive intellectual upheaval which symbolizes a 
restlessness and desire to be a part of, rather tfian divorced from, those 
powers which shape and guide our lives. 

While recent studies point out the fact that younger voters may be 
less erratic in their political behavior than some older people, the results 
ofthe recent student government election s here do little to justify the 
lowering of the voting age to 18. 

In the January 29 primary elections, only 3,500 students took the 
time to cast their votes for their student leaders. Three days earlier, 
fewer than 75 students attended a public forum in Moore Auditorium 
to hear the c a n di da tes present their views: 

And in Monday's runoff elections, only about 10 per cent of the 
entire student body cared enough to vote; yet that 10 per cent elected 
the men's and wmnen's vice pre si d e n ts , three of the five student 
members of the Board of SMtant PkiUiaitions and an honor court 
associate judge. 

While students on tlNs campus - and on campuses across the nation 

- clamor to be heard and strive for student power, one of the most 
fundamental ways of expressing one's views is seriously abused. 

If the state's laglriatweiaadan do not hear the request for a lowering 
of the voting age during this year's session, it will not be wholly the 
legislature's fault, for your voice was lowered in proportion to the 
disappointing turnout for this year's student body etoctions. 

Countless millions of words have been written and spoken about 
voter apathy. Thousands of suggestions have been offered in an attempt

OBSERVATIONS 
Speaking of talent, or the bdc of it. eweiy time I attend an FSU 

baskettMll game I'm impressed by the caliber of officiating. Each game I 
say 10 myself. 'These guys are tfie worst in tfie world," but each ome 
the SEC surprises me with two more even wdth. 

It's sort of like the coffee at several off campus establishments, ft 
must be intentional to nieet such incredibly low standards » 
consi^ently. 

It's an accepted fact of life that the home team has an advantage in 
basketball. Part of that advantage is due to officiating. Florida State 
might just as welt be playing on the road with S£C reh. It's especially 
bad when the Seminoles face a Southeastern Omfcroncc o;}(jonent 

What can be done to improve the officiating? More pay. Adding an 
extra official, full time instead of part time work. 

Basketball is unique among sports in that a rcferae can KteraHy make 
the diference in a close contest, in several ways. 

First, basketball is the only sport where a ptayer is forced to 
permanently leave the game for committing a number of fouls, five for 
collpgt; play at the moment. So the team is handicapped by the player's 
absence. Not only that, but many ooaches wiM take a star player out 
when in foul trouble early. 

This handicaps both the team and individual. When a player is 
competing for a national title, such as Oave Cowons in raboundingL any 
time spent on the bench hurts. When he gets back in he must be overly 
careful to avoid fouling out This too hampers his pertormdnce. 

Secondly a referee can throw a player right out of the game as two 
successive refs have doite with Tribe players in the last two games. Not 
only is the player gone for good, but the reputation is built up and 
future refs will watch FSU more closely than inual. for the Senmoies 
are obviously a rough team. Then the opponent gets away with murder. 

Third a ref can cfiange the courae of the game with calls such as 
charging, traveling, double dribble, et cetera. Some refs will let a player 
get away with something the entire game and ttien call it in a crucial 
moment. Many lack the most impoitant quality in an official, 
consistency. 

Consequently, it is important for t>asketball to take a long kxik at 
officials, and rules. It is silly for a star play<9^ to sit out many important 
minutes because of fouls. 

Of course, flagrant fouls must be punished. A pen^y box type of 
situation couM be devised for fightiiig and intantional fouls. Teams 
forced into a five on four jtuation for about 45 aacondl or SO WOUid 
soon learn not to commit that kind of foul. 

Officiating needs to be improved. TIte referee plays too 9«at a role 
in deciding the outcome of the game 

It better be done fast if basketball is to keep up with the rising 
popularity of foottiell and hockey. The best policy: Give the game beck 
to the players!

"Lyman Fletcher, (the outgoing student president], and I feel that tha 
Constitution guarantees the right of free speech as long as you stay in the bounds 
of the law, and every student can expect this right," Brown said in an interview. 

'This applies to organizations - as long as they don't resort to violence they 
tiave every right to exist. If an organization resorts to violence then the police can 
take care of it. 

"Thaiafore the uni«arsi|y shouWn't be in tha business of telling people when 
they can exercise their freedom of spaach," Brawn said. 

OBSCURITY 

Brown came from relative obscurity to become one of the leeders of last 
ipriftg't student protests against the FSU administration. He considered the 
studsm movement a suowst because of relaxed rulw on student publications and 
a new relationship he said students now hmm with the Boerd of RegmtS. 

i n last year's student elections. Brown ran for men's vice presiilent agaiiNt tha 
action Party as a candidate of the unsuccessful Neo-I iiHiiolatioiiist Party, which he 
said was just trying to put 'some humor" in that election. 

After that campaign. Brown said he and some of his friends, "became ser»us as 
wa saw mora araas student govammant should taka soma initirtwa in.'* 

DEMONSTRATION 

In May, Brown organized the first demonstration on the Wtatoott Building 
lawn in the dirty words" controMrw- This started his serioas imolveinent in 
student affairs "It arjpoared to me tliat if tfte fsM of the ufriMrsty wes to reet on 
whether or not a couple of MKirds were printed, tfisra Mse something wrong with 

the university," he said. 

After that he held several appointive posts in student government, tfie latest 
one as student "ombudsman," to hear student complaints and find solutions for 

them. 

Brown promited: "We are going to move mo fe^inw 
citizen. In those areas of the universitv that affect the 
should have something to say about tfie policies." 

SOS 

Although opposing many of their demands, he favors having tlw Students for a 
Democratic Society on campus. 'They will be much more of a problem if they 
are not recognized. ..they're much more prone to violence then. Thay dtould be 
out in the open v»here they have to face public scrutiny."

65-foot Tursiops, also explored ttie 
west Florida shelf, waters off the 
Yucatan peninsula and off Grand 
Cayman Islarvj in the western 
Caribbean. 

Jones said coral reefs particularly 
were examined at Cozumai Island off 
the Yucatan coast. Grand Cayman 




Islands and Misteriosa Bank. Many 
samples were taken by diving. 

The expedition brought back 115 
geotogical samples taken by coring or 
dredging the bottom: 200 uualui 
samples which will be dwroicaW y 
analyzed, and 120 piankton sanvlaa. 

Or. MMlar GtooaEtianto waa the 
other faculty nnaniber on the 
expedition. Dr. Jones said the cruise 
was in two parts, since the small 
vessel normally carries only eight. 
One group set out about the time of 
the dedication of FSU's new Edward 
Ball Marine Laboratory in November 
and returned for the ChriRmas 
holidays. The other group M out 
after the hoiidays and returned to 
home port on January 21. 

The expedition was the first of a 
series of international expeditions 
which will be undertaken, said Dr. 
Jones. The purpose is to provide sea 
research experience for (paduate 
students and to coltoct iiwlails^e 
useful 'HI faculty raaaareh. 

The office of Naval Research 
jointly sponsored the expedition with 
FSU and pfowdad raiaarch funds. 



Fall '68: Hard Times 
In Student Movements

ICPS) - Fall 1988 VMS not a good saaaon for the student movement. Student 
militants have come out on the short end at the three rrajor canpus 
confrontations to date Berkeley, NYU and San Francisco State. 

At Berkeley the Regents finally let Black Panther leader and author EUridge 
Cleaver give his lectures for Social Analysis 139X, but without credit. Whan 
students sat in to (MM tlw dinW of craMt. chawoa M oi Rogv HaymtuaiMnded 
72 of them. 

Maw York Univwsity summarily d l im iwad John Halchatt. hmt of the Mertin 
Luthar King Cantar, aftar tha Naw York Timaa drunrmied up allegedly anti-semitic 
remarks. An attempted student strike failed miserably when Meek and white 
militants couMn't get together at the communter school. 

At San Francisco State College, Chancelkjr Glen Dumke fired Ei^lish profsisor 
and Black Panther George Murray over the protests of everyone, inefcjding 
Campus President Robert Smith who was forced to resign. He was reptecad by 
semanticist S.I. Hayakawa who thinks more polne action is neceSMry on canpus. 

It's best to kMk at thaw dafaats in Imtarical oomaxt. For tha fim time since 
the student movement Hftad off eii^ years t^o. no off-<afnpus iwua is dsarly in 
focus. 

Student imohwmant started wrHh tha civil ri^ movamant in the early 1960's 
Similarly the nDOve to ban the bomb and abolWl tha naw Im iH HouM 

un-American Activities Committee were solid causes. 

The war in Vietnam naturally created a peace movement. Student protests ware 
crucial in starting the wave of sentiment that led to the Paris peaca talks and the 
bombing halt But now that the anti-war movement has subsided and the 
Presidential elections are over, it is only natural ttwt students shouW turn back to 
campus issues 

So far. though, avenuat thaae thraa aahooia MipM thaicaai«iiaiMuat««fw 

trickier to organize around than paaoa. cMI r<^ or poNtka. For one thing, they 
ara aubtlar. TalawiMd American burning of peasant villages in Vietnam or the 
dubbing of Mack nwchari craalM inctant militants, but winning academic credit 
for Social Amlyaii13BXisnMnaarlyatamotionalacau».andlttouGhaifwiwr

Even when students are agitated, as at NYU. organization is diffkailt. During 
the crisis over Hatcheti the black militants naturally felt they shouki run the 
strike around "their issue • yvhites who wanted to get involved were cut oH into a 
second laadarship - thus halting tha radical btm and randaring tha strike 
impotent. It wm aaaiar wlian tha cauM mw "kNarradaT - Hka paaea in Vietnam. 

More important, aMn whan tfia cause and radical bate exist, tf»ere ve seriout 
problamc. Tha radicab at San Frandsoo State hed both the faculty and the 
adminkNration behind them in tttek protest against the firing of George Murray 
But Governor Reagan is more than willing to bring in the National Guard to 
crush the radicals. Clearly Attorney General Ramsey Clark is not going lo 
intervene here to protect the freedom of the carr«>us as Bobby Kennedy did at 
A lahama 

Of course things aran't glum avorywhara. Tha Cohimbia radlcala have imon a 
number of their demands from last «rki|. PmUmt Grayaosi Kkk is out. The 
tchool has kwsanad Ka tias with the Inttituta for OafaiMa Analyaia, and broken 
off two ¥Mr re Mar ch labs, stopped the controversial gym in Morningside Park.

The United States Supreme Court soon may deliver a death blow to 
capital punishment. 

The high court is expected to hear at least one of several appeals 
which could cut seriously into, or end, the use of the death penalty. 

Studies by the United States attorney general's office reveal that the 
death penalty has been unjustly imposed, effective rehabilitation has 
been impaired and judicial administration has suffered. 

Undoubtedly, the death penalty is dying out in the United States. In 
1935. there were 199 executions; in 1955, there were 76. 

And in the last three years, there have been oniy 10 executions in the 
nation. 

Yet. at the start of 1968. 435 men were "death row" residents. 
Florida fias more than 50 men in RaKbrd Prison s "Death House." 

The harsh fact is that the death penalty is discriminatory. "It is the 
poor, the weak, the ignorant, the hated who are executed. Racial 
discrimination occurs in the administration of capital punishment." 

With these words, former Attorney General R»nsey Clark explained 
the slanted edge of the death penalty. "Since we txjgan keeping records 
in 1930, there have been 2.066 Negroes and 1,751 white persons put to 
death although Negroes made up only one«tghth of our population. Of 
the 455 men executed for rape. 405 were Negroes." 

Further, Clark said extensive studies, including one by the United 
Natk>ns, revealed that the death penalty does not deter crime, and 
murder rates are the same with or without it. 



The Supreme Court already has reduced the thrust of the death 
sentence by ruling that people who have conscientious scrufries against 
the extreme penalty could not be automatlcaily dismissed from juries 
able to impose the severest of penalties. 

Earlier, the Court struck down the provision in the Lindbergh 
kidnapping law whKh said that oniy a jury can impose capital 
punishment. 

Capital punishment is being challenged on the basis of the Ei^th 
Amendment to the U.S. Constitution banning "cruel and unusual 
punishment. 

Cunrentiy. the imposition of the death penalty m Florida has been 
judiciaily hritad poidmB the otrtoome of further court determinations. 

Capital crimes and capital punishment are not opposites which cancel 
out one another. They are similar in that they breed the same elements 
erf habvd and distrust |1

revenue sources, and is subject to rarfaw by ihaCaWnai Budget Commiision and 
House and Senate appropriatione rommitteaa. 

The total of $61.3 wriN be aufadivided, with $43.1 miNion aNocaiad for 
academic space and $8.2 million for student service space.

FLAMBEAU 



<■ Recently members of the Tallahassee press corpts met with the 
subcommittee on community and alumni affairs to discuss ways of 
bridgmg tlie gap bet««een the university community and the Tallahassee 
community. 

Before off o'ing suggestions as to how these two distinct spheres can 
better understand the purposes and roles of one another, certain points 
dscussed at that meeting must be brought out. 

first, the Tallahassee news media rely heavily on the University 
Information Services to provide news regarding university activities. 

Tfierefore, wfiat tfie newspaper, television and radio reporters and 
commentat o rs learn aixwt FSU is to a large extent based upon material 
received from the Information Services and its right arm, the news 
bureau. 

So the question to be determined is whether the news bureau, as the 
university's liaison with the Tallahassee press corps, is providing the 
media with news reports which accurately reflect the nx>od and life 

conditions of sbidents, as wen as fecuHy and athninistrators, at FSU. 

Herein lies the problem. 

According to tnyormation Service Director Mike Beaudoin, his office 
performs pubKc retatians services for the university. This is why the 
volume of news releases from that office teil about scholarship awards, 
faculty citations and related information. 

While there is no doubt that such "good" news is a part of university 

life and therefore sfKXjId be reported, it is interesting to note that the 
news bureau has not yet prepared a story relating to the SDS conflict 
over university reoognition and Mr. Beaudoin oouM not recall the news 
bureau ever having dor>e a story on last spring's censorship controversy. 

VWiile the reason given is that both events were sufficiently covered 
by the state and local press and therefore effons of the news bureau 
would serve only as a dupfication of effort, the lack of an in-depth 
article or story from the news bureau points up a broader problem: the 
news bureau does not oonoem itself sufficiently with the mood of the 
students in its news releases. 

Accordmg to Beaudoin, the primary goal of his office is "to help 
foster an atmosphere of support for the very finest education for our 
students, service to the state and nation and research that wiH further 
these two goals." 

As such, the Information Services must show the university m as 
favorable a jiosition as possibte. Nowhere in that policy statement are 
the words "to report the campus news as it happens in a manner 
conforming with ttie highest of professional jounalism standards." 

But, both Beaudoin and Pat Hogan. director of university relations, 
bdiewe there is room for imprawemont and are open to suggestions as to 
ways of increasing the news coverage on campus and brid^ng tfw gap 
tietween tfie university and city. 

Recognizing that the news bureau is undarstaffad, the Fiamlieau 
recommends that additional trained news reporters be hired on a full 
time basis to gather more student related news. 

There is little contact b etw e en student leaders in the univeratty union 
and members of the news buraau locBted in Wtestoott This should be 
oorrectnC

IS ANYBODY LISTENING TO CAMPUS 
VIEWS? 



BUSINESSMEN ARE. 

Three chief executive offKen—The Gootfyeer 
lire & Rubber Company's Chairman.

Robert W. Galvin—are responding 
to serious questions and viewpoints posed by 
students about business and its role in our

Unquestionably our central cities 
are faced with the explosive pressuras 
being built by the interacting 
ills of slum housing, relative poverty, 
hard-core unemployment, traffic con- 
gestion, air and water pollution. These 
are not new problems, but the urgent 
demand for solution is underscored by the 
many episodes of readily-triggered violence 
now so commonly seen. 

Yet paradoxically, as these crises worsened, 
our overall economy has witnessed 
unparalleled productivity, higher 

employment, and better living standards 
for the larger majority of our population 
than ever in history. 

In turn, this has precipitated a trek to 
suburbia of such proportion that many 
downtown residential areas have been 
virtually abandoned to a highly explosive, 
usually non-white, residual population. 

There are no pat solutions to these 
problems. Consider for a moment the 
magnitude of the efforts during the past 
thirty years relative to urban renewal, 
public housing, and the war on poverty. 
The results have fallen far short of the 
expectations voiced by those who 
advocated massive public spending and 
the multiplication of additional govern- 
mental agency programming. In this 
context, I think it is not an exaggeration 
to say that the defining of goals for the 
community, and the determination of the 
means for their achievament, was 
regarded strictly as governmental pre- 
rogative and strictly outside of 
Inwinass' purview. 

Yet there is now an increasingly vocal 
ground swell that private industry 
somehow holds the key to solving the 
more pressing urban problems— if only 
its attention can be diverted from its 
"blind pursuit of profits," and its 
social conscience awrtaned. 

As Kenneth Clark, the well-known Negro 
psychologist, has said: "Business and 
industry are our last hopes because they 
are tiie most realistic aliMnents of our 
society." 

To assess the collective activities of 

business throughout the nation, in 
developing and implementing practicable 
solutions for varying aspects of urban 
problems, is manifestly impossible. But 
let me mention a number of typical 
examples in the field of air and water 
pollution. 

The auto, steel, oil, rubber, lumber, paper, 
and chemical industries, to name a 'few, 
have expended literally billions of dollars 
in applied research and in the installation 
of mechanical apparatus for the appreciable 
reduction of smog, noxious fumes, dust, 
silt, and other air and water pollutants. 
Examples; the steel industry in the 
Chicago area has eliminated 27,000 tons 
of the 88,000 tons of particulate matter 
that accumulates annually to aggravate the 
city's air problem . . . Chrysler, Ford and 
General Motors have programs ranging 
from the control of fumes given off in 
painting auto bodies, and water pollutants 
from chromepiatina pr oc aw es, to dust 



collectors at foundries, to intanaa rasaarch 

for economically practical auto exhaust 

controls . . . Crown Zellerbach has 
developed means to eliminate 90 per cent 
of the solids and 98 per cent of the 
hydrogen sulphide from gasas leaving its 

kraft mills . . . 

Dow Chemical has instituted various 
successful methods to reduce water 
pollution from industrial plant wastes, and 
to reclaim certain types of ponds and 
natural streams ... In Goodyear, installa- 
tion of a $750,000 waste water treatment 
system at our facilities in Gadsden, 
Alabama, assures purification of millions 
of gallons daily before return to the 
Coosa River. Moreover, air and water 
pollution control equipment is being 
installed in some eight other plants, while 
all new facilities under construction, or 
those recently built, have such controls in 
their specifications. Ail of this has been 
done voluntarily. Does this action bespeiA 
of "Profits Now." as you suggest? 

But industry isn't the only source of air 
and water pollution, much needs to be 
done in the areas of public and private 
housing, sewage control, and garbage 
disposal— just to name a few. 

Slum housing, hard-core unemployment, 
education, and traffic congestion also are 
the focus of direct business involvement. 
In short, business is responding to the 
challenge of the times by channeling some 
of its capabilities directly to public sector 
requirements. Westinghouse. alone, is 
spending millions in this area and the Kst 
of others is considerable. 

Business' success in such programs results 
solely from capabilities whidi have been 
perfected thrcHjgh the disciplines of our 
free enterprise system. Business' real forta 

lies in its effective meeting of customer 
needs and demands by the translation 
of creative research, production abilities, 
and resources through managerial skills 
under the incentive of profit-making. The 
profits generated as a result of this 
process provide the underpinnings of 
our entire economy. 

In other words, business is in business to 
make a profit. It is only through the 
accrual of profits that funds are available 
for all social improvement programs, 
whetiier originated by the public sector, or 
at the instance of business' own 
initiative, or jointly with government. 

A thorough appraisal of the record, there- 
fore, will reveal that the nation's business 
conununity— both on its own and in 
concert with government— is developing, 

underwriting, and implementing, viable 
efforts to solve the problems which you 
rightfully say demand attention. In terms 
of responsiveness to these needs and 
increasingly effective solutions, I think a 
noteworthy record is in the making, with 
expenditures ranging in the billions. 
Without profits, this money would not be 
available for these programs, which offer no 
monetary return to industry whatsoever.

WASHINGTON tCPS) - A p ra l lmiiMry raport of the 
national commission on tfie causes and prevention of 
violence says that young people provide the "thrust" of 
much of the group protest arxi collective violence in the 

ghetto, in the streets, and on the campuses- 

"The key to much of the violence in our society seems 
to lie with the young, ' says the report, which the 
commission calls "only tentative, a first look, and sufajact 

to revision." 

The final report and racommand ati ons ara due in tha 
spring: invastigMion wiH oontinut till than: "It may ba ««ith 
tomorrow's generation that much of tha sit^ihaaii of our 
studies and the national response shouM lie." 

The otMarvatkm about youth is one of 10 "themes of 
challenge" for Americans listed by the report. Another 
notes that "violent protest today has occurred in part 
because protesters believe they cannot make iheir demands 
felt effectively through normal, approved channels and that 
'the system.' for whatever reasons, has become 
unresponsive to them." 

The rapon aisp mantiom "additional oomplicaiions" 
that arise from "the high visibility" of both violanca and 
social inequities through tha mass media. The media may 
"aggravate" proManu of ooiTtroNing violence, but ttiey can 
also ba "useful social agents...heiping to raduca lavals of 
vnlence," the report said. 

The violence commission v"as established last June by 
President Johnson "to undertake a penetrating sevch" for 
the causes and prevention of disorder. Under Chaimwi 
Milton S. Eisenhower, the commission set up task forces on 
historical and comparative perspactivas. indivkhjal acts of 
violence. aasaKinatton, firaanhs. maM madia, 
e n fo rcama ni , and youp violanca. 

Tha widy of group protest as a source of collective 
violence focuses on anti-war and mti-draft protest, campus 
unrest, black militancy, and offkaal response to such 
protest 

This task forco particularly is interested in why anti-war 
protest, which began peacefully, has racantiy involvad 
violent confrontations b e twee n demonrtrators and polka. 

"it is important to obiania that tha msiority of studants 
have not bean radicals or organizars of prolaai movements," 
** '"'^ impetus of the anti-war 

movement seems to come basically from young, 
middte-daas, whita liberals and radicals." 

Tha oommisston is also shjdying recant unrest among 
MaekttudMNs A fact finding mrnn m m racantfy sent to San 
Francisco State College 

A few years ago the extrematy smaN minority of black 
students tended to be individualistic, and mostly politically 
■nactive, the report notes. 'The Black Powar M owanant. 
however, coupled with subatantial inriaasai in the numbv 
of Mack studants. has offarad some lof tham) a vahtelafar 
giving coNactiva axprassian to their particular grievances " 

"Tha aliminatian of aN vtolanca in a free vciety is 
""possible," the oommissian report concluded, "But the 
better control of IHagitimale violence in our democratk: 
society is an urgent imparativa, and one svitMn our maana 
to accomplish. 



In its "thamas of ch a M an g a." tha raport notes that not 
•■jrtolanca is INagMmaM. "Indaad, a maior function of 
sedaiy is tha crganizetkm and legitimizatienor«iolsncein 
the interest of maintaining society itself." 

Some violence may be committed by persons with 
deranged minds or abnormal btokigicai rnaka-t*) but 
experts agree that nnost is commitlad by normal people 
whose "behavior is the result of the complex intaraction of 
their Wotogy and M»a axparianea," tha commission notes. 

Another source tt violanca Mentif ied by tha commiwwn 
ia raactionism. ~Pragrass in meeting the demands of those 
saaking social change...may cause those who feel threatened 
by change to engage in counter -violence against those trying 
to shift tfte belance." 

The large numtier of firearms in private hands and the 
deepseated tradition of the right to beer arms are 
complicating factors in controlling social violanca, the 
repon continual.

"does not dapond merely on the conduct of those v.ho 
attack or dafand tha social order Ibut also) on the attitudes 
cooperation, and commitments of the community 
Violence m our society affects us all It's riKire effective 
control requires the active engagement and commitment of 
avary cMzan.

'The Dream'TurnsintoNightmare 



NOTRE DAME, IND. -(I.P.) - The Americaii dream has 
turned into a nightmare for many of the nation's young 
persons, according to the Rev Theodore M. Hesburgh, 
C.S.C., the president of the Unviersity of Motre Dame. 

Father Hesburgh. a member of the U.S Civil Rights 
Commission for eleven years, noted that the frustration feh 
by disillusioned students had legitimatecauses, one ot them 
racism. "Black Americans, they found , generelly live in tha 
worst houses, in tha woral sactions of our citias. and so 
ware fatadtocontinua to attend tha vMrat achools whfa:h 
ara locatad there, so that their frusbRBtionandlack of social 
mobility upward ssama avar dreular and inavMaMa," he 
sakl. 

Vietnam is another issue raised by the young which 
demands attention, according to Father Hesburgh. "Too 
few of the ekiers really debater] the issues or drew back 
from mounting cost in lives and dolivs," he chvged. 

"Few really asked about the morality of our national 
course in spending $30 billion a year teering up a ptot of 
land and people, nowhere near the size of California, while 
the whole wide vwrkf of dire human need and misery 
merited only $2 billion annually in critical assistance." 

Vietnem has triggered the US. campus revolt, the 
priest-educator stated. Some studems found in the 
uTOversity'the root cause of their alienatkin from an 
MMMMiment of a society that they judged to be 
imparsonal, often irrelevant, sometirrnes immoral, and 
more diffkult to move than a cemetery," he 




explained 

But the campus revolt hoUsout an opportunity. Father 
Hesburgh pointed Out. 'Tha wcrM naads energy, 
inwgination, concern, idealism, dedication, oowmittnent. 
service and. with all its proMams. galsail too Htdaof tfiese 
iraat human qualKiaa from tha oUar gsnaratian. 

"Tha iMorhi alao naads raaaa n a b lecritfcism and peaceful 
protest as a constant ipur to progress and for the redress of 
many horrMa inequities and unjustices The worW needs 
*• ^•'ange its structrures, too tjecause, obviously, many ol 
them are not producing the climate in which justice is 
evailable to all. not to mention opportunity, which isavsn 
more imporunt to the yourq." 

While much of his raoant Mkhigan State Un iyar ii ty 
oommencamant address was a pointad defense of young 
parsons, ha dkJ criticiza activistt who he said hangar their 
future effactivanees by chooaing "invohwrnsnt" over 
"MaHaetuai devetopmem 

He labeled as "ctearly tyranny" a student demonsBatton 
last November which prevented a Central Intelligence 
Agency representative from conductim job interviews in 

the Administration Building. 

Father Hesburgh said that the 30 students who bk>cked 
the CIA interviews in the University's Plecamant Off we 
"used their freedom of action to obstruct the freedom of 
others and ^ impose their own personal convictions on 
others."

To the Editor: 

I have noted with interest - and concern - the 

discusiion over anarchy in the Flambeau. Ban Tuckar ha* 
stipulated that Murray Rothbard favon (ueh a Auation. I 
hava read Ms iraior work, "Man, Economy, and the State," 
and I am uiMble to reconcile luch a contention with 
Rothbard'* views, in that treatise. It is possible for Dr. 
Rothbard to have become an anarchist in the intervening 
yaars, «> I would like to have Ben please cite his source 

Furthermore, I would like to state for the record that in 
Rothbard's major work, cited above, his position does not 
support anarchy. He clearly accepts the nec««ity of 
government - howaw. he ntaintaint the oomplate oonant 
theory of its anactmant. This viaw does not aHow 
govammant to axproprisia prweta praparty (U., taxationl. 
to onilwa cannon fodder (the draft), to print bogus money 
and isRie copper siKrar (the FRS) nor operate schools, post 
offices, highway systems, etc (the great society ). 

The government is supported on a voluntary basis and 
restricted by constitutional litnrtations to " the collective 
enforcement of the individual's right to self-defense...," as 
Bastiat has put it. This entails that ovart and covart force 
can not be uaad as a tool of societal intarcourai. Usually 
three divisions lor governmant are envisionad to pravant 
such atlamptK the iudidary, the police and miltoy 
advisory sections. 

"•hila this situation is far from anarchy, i can't help 
tliinking tfiat it has been confused by Ben with it A 
complete consent government is a govefntrient anarchy is 
not. One might pu.!^le along with me also at Ben's choice of 
the term "individual anarchy" ...it ssems but a guise to 
confuse the issue. Anarchy refers to the conoapl of a 
society which does not hove a political siructur*. 
"Individual anardiy" woukl only ba able to exist, than, 
within an existing gMiarnmantal system - sutaly thto is no 
cause to advocate. It is a term which is synonymous with 
the term: crbninal. Criminals and "individual anarchists" 
are individuals who do not abide by existing political

v«s in the past while art ignoring them, is busy making 
history by transforming the present. 

Mr Weidner's constant confusion seems to stem from an 
inability to deal with the possibilities of form, languigeand 
content that are being exptorad by artists in this century 
and his inability to distinguish batw e ai i the style or form of 
the «wirk ha questkms end whether or not it is successful is 
the price he pays.

The Appointment 

This weekend's appointment of John K. Arnold Ji. as vice pieadent 
for student affirirs harbeen metwitfa ndxed reactions from students and 

student leaders alike. Reaclions vary and stem from two f undam e n tal 
points - the man and the method of his appointment. 

Col. Arnold, who bas been senmg as "aetii^ vice president, has 
come to represent conservatism and preservation of the status quo to 
the students of Florida State. To some students this is a desirable 
attribute, but to the moce active and vocal elements on campus, this is a 
detriment. 

Arnold's predecessor. Dr. John Carey, earned the respect and 
support of the student body because of his genuine interest in students 
and his efforts towards progressive change in administrative attitudes 
towards students. 

Arnold, however, has lost ^udent support because of his opposition 
to such changes. 

Both in the recent SDS controversy and in last s{ffii%'s Legend 
controversv, Arm.ld optH'>ed what many students feel is the real 
purpose of the university - the free expression of ideas. 

Unless Col. Arnold changes his administrathre stance, Florida State 
may well be facing a violent, disruptive future. 

Adverse reaction has also stemmed from the method of Ariwld's 
appointment. 

Many student leaders, including our neu stodent body president, 
■t. feel that students should directly participate in dedskms which affect 
them. This would inchide participation m matters such as the choice of 
student affairs administrators. 

The decision to appoint John Arnold was done without officially 
consulting' that segment of the university which such a decision 
affects most - the student body. 

If Florida State is to become a great university, it is mandatory that 
administrators recognize students as mature adults. 

A truly great university is one in which students, faculty and 
administrators work together as mature adults towards the goal of true 
quality education without prejudice or supf^ession.

WALLACE INFLUENCE 



From a oounty-by-county analysb of voting statistics. 
Dr. Roady has drawn four conclusions: 

1. "The Wallace candidacy profoundly influenced both 
Presidential and senatorial voting (in 1 lorida). His 
candidacy, like thai ol Goluwater. gave .North 1 loridiansan 
opportunity of expressing their disapproval of national 
l)ci!ii.cratic Party policies especially as they related to nee 
and the role of the Federal government" 

The "Wallace counties,'' - he earned 43 comties of 
wWdi 36 wne in North Florida, five in coitnl Floti^ and 
two in Sonth Florida - can no loiter be conadeied "safe" 
Democratic voting areas. Dr. Roady noted. 

This is the assumption since most of these counties have 
now "twice voted for other than a Democratic candidate 
for President, once for a Republican nominee for governor 
(Kirk), and for the first time supported a RqjuMinn 
nominee for the U.S. Senate ((iurney)." 

REPUBLICAN STRENGTH 

2. "The Republican Party continued to deni<wstiate its 
strength and appeal to Florida voters as it won the 
Ptcadentiai race and the US. Senatorial Kat by a 
comfortable margin, kept its substantial strength in the 



Hmise. and aded peatly in the 

the Constitution.*' 

In 10 counties mainly the suburban areas where he 
captured 42.1 per cent of the vote while Humphrey 
garnered 29.2 per cent, and Wallace 28.7 per cent Nrxon 
received 68.8 per cent of his statewide total He picked up 
only 11 more counties as he cmied the state.

It is voices 
like Cleaver's that ieflect the hideous shadow of a nation that has preached one 
thing and practiced another. Frederick Douglass, the famous 19th century black 
osatoc, kww it awl in doqMrt tones put ««iae tt*s at: 

"To Ihb (tke Hack man) your celebration is a sham: your boasted liberty, an 
••■fcoly iecne; your national greatness, swelling vanity : your sounds of rejoicing 
are empty and heartless; your denunciation of tyrants bass-fronted impudence; 
your shouts of liberty and equality , hollow mixkery : your prayers and hymns, 
your sermons and Lhanksgiviniis. w ith all your religious parade jrid solemnity are, 
to hiin, more bombast, fraud deception, impiety, and hypocrisy - a ihin veil to 



Cleaver's is a voiic out of the u iiderness of sodely's rmtt gpfm^ j^y^ He 
confronts us with a wild cr> of independence. 

His voice is matter-of-fact, clear, snd authoritative. Describing a day in the life 
of prison inmates or the link between wUe opfxessiaa at honK and 
neo-cokmiahsm alvoad, he impresses his icaden wiOi the tame cool kgic found in 
Malcolm X's Autobiography. 

True, he is not a coUege graduate, and occasionally his lack of discqthned 
intellect sends him out on some very siiaky linriM. Yet his bdHut eckctic 
analyses of the psychological stereotype construcU of whites, as weO as of 
emascul^ Hacks, is noOiiog short of the kind of setf-tai^ genius of Fredoick 
Douglas or Maicolm X The depth of his work will not yiild, even before tmA 
truly scienlific works as Fiam Fanon's Black Skin, While Masks. 

To be sure, there arc serious doubts about the efficacy of presenung his ra^* 
talent without gi>Tng him time to struggle with "t.hat same pain, that same 
passion" Ralph Ellison refers to as a prerequisite for truly great writers. (Perhaps 
in his exile. Cleaver will use the time to devote himself to improving his ciaft, and 
freemg himself bom dependence on white n&als as his primary Stesaiy 
audience.) 

His keen insight is nonetbekss devastating. Wtaetiier onckfav on James Bddwhi 
or Efijah Mahamw a d, he pn t isei n intellectual, critical honesty from a 
viewpwnt ttat so long, been nwlaMed "uneAic^-* lowbrow." or 

just phai "Nqpio protest ltesatme„"iin order to co m pro m ise its truth. 

If he il at tines only a mediocre re-hash of what we have read elsewhere, the 
totafity of the book is nonetheless vahiatde; for tliere are so many still "spiritually 
dead," who need his rapping to get th«n to ideas critics and reviewcn night hne 
heard more ekjquently someplace else. 

. Sprinkled tlu-oughout are loie letters to his lawyer, psycho-sociotogica] 
allegories no white scientist would dare touch, informal current histories, some 
four-letter words. Yet his fiercely, violently committed voice is in itself Qk cry of 

Nat Turnet, and tboK thoimnds of rebeUiaus blacks thnwcb Uttofy; he has 
chMca RtitiHee to <cq i iie « WB c e . and he knom only too i^ that the life span 
oPtfack fteedom Cj^Mets is never very long. 

No mMk how nmch "progress" is acclaimed by "Negro leaders." no single 
hhdt leader strong enought to stand up to the police and the political system 
bffund them has esav>ed murder or jail Slave-owners always warned that to 
educate a N^ro is dangerous they either sicken and die. or hwe to be mPi m I .

PITTSBURGH, F.A. (CPSl College presidents and 
administrators Hocked to Pittsburgh in large numbers for an 
American Association of CoO^s conference on "Liberal 
Learning snd the Social Revohitkm.'* But with nearly a 
dozen oolcges exploding under pressure from black student 
9onps at the same lime, more seeming nievitaUei, student 
protest was on their minds. 

"Newly every speech, panel and discussion during the 
two-day conference ended in debate of the issues 
surrounding black student revtdt, and theh iD^iiEatiaM for 
American education. 

Mayor John Lindsay of New York City opened the 
meeting by tettmg the administntass they dwuld listen to 
their students - md then work with ttieni on "their worthy 
demands." 

1968, Lindsay said, was a year in which "colleges and 
uuivasilies were plunged willingly or not - into the 
mainstream of contemporary politics the ultimate source 
of reform in a dcrnocrnc) ." Students want more relevant 
institutions, tie said, which will bring them closer to the 
issues of modern Ufe. 

Lindsay told his audience they "are goinK to have to do

'68-'69: A Rough Year on Campus for ROTC

(CPS) - The Reterve OfiBcer Tniai« Corp. 
commonly caBed ROTC, has come under heavy 
attack this school year. 

Buildings on at least four campuses were 
bombed or set afire early first semester. Student 
hostility toward the war and univeraty 
(^plicity with the government marafetted ittelf 
in growmg protests against fumpwt ib HUmj 
tnamng. 

Now that disfavor im become moR

This week the Harvard faculty voted to 
withdraw academic status from its ROTC 
arcgram, the oldest in the nation.

The army says the number of ROTC graduates 
receiving commissions has increased and that 30 
more institutions wiH hare adopted the laU^ 
program by 197Z No school hat dropped ROTC 
io die past five years, it sad proudly. 

Brt dot gtowing report cannot mask the 
growing diliatisfaction with ROTC. examples of 
which can be seen in the results of a College Press 
Service survey. 

Beginning this year, John Hopkins Univeraty 
will not count ROTC credit toward degrees. 
Niagara University wil not leqiUR aaphanMnt 
to talte the courses.

Eli m inatio n of credit was one of the early 
demandt of militantt at San Francisco State 
College, but the issue has apparently been 
drowned by others.

Chalmers Leaves 

With the resignation of Dr. E. Laurence Chalmers Jr. as Vice 
president for Academic affairs, Florida State has suffered an 
incalculable loss. • 

Dr. Chafaaas has kng been r^arded as one of the naost scholarly and 
most able ad i n inl s ti atois in Florida. His presence on the Florida State 
administration has been a sign of academic strength to our faculty and 
student body, and has heightened the prestige of our university. 

Ks resignation, however, does not come as a surprise to student 
leaders or faculty members. It has been known for some time that a 
number of uistitutions have offered poatitxis to Dr. Chalmers. Rumors 
have circulated throughout the year that his resignation was 
forthcoming and that he would not be at Florida State next year. 

The question, then, is why he chose to accept the position at the 
Uuversity irf' Kanan and leave Florida SUte. 

In a letter to the Flambeau on Oct. 3 of last year. Dr. Chafanen 
indicated that ''...as long as our studenU, faculty members, and 
adminitotion omtinae to work togetho- to boiki an even greater 
university, it wffl be difikuh for me to visualize a ^ter cfaaBei^ 
elsewhere." 

It is obvious that Dr. Chalmers sees at the University of Kansas a 
greater challenge, and perhaps a greater potential. 

His move is obviously one from a university beset with political 
interference, a strong reactitm against change and a budget msuffkient 
to maintain the level of educational quality necessary to become a 
"^reat university." He is moving to a university that prides itself in 
academic exceDenoe aid progressive change. Unless the educational 
system of Florida is revitalized, removed from unnecessary political 
influence and furnished with funds adequate to establish a progressive 
academic {wogram, men of Dr. Chalmers' statue wiB coDtiniie to trickle 
away to "better" institutiims.

In order that school boards can 
hive the best available principals and 
supervisors, the group said, tenure 
should be taken awqr 
adminislratars. 



And. it said that although good 
communications between different 
segments of the school community is 
important, proposed legislation to 
leqoke school boards to enter 
profewionil negoti a t i oB* with 
teachers and other groups dmaU be 
defeated. 

A vtAinteer teacher program 
should be created and coocdmated in 
an countiBS by the State Department 
of Educatxn because "increased 
cituen paitid|Mlian and support for 
the edncatioiid system is vital lor the 
development of better educational 
programs," the board said. 

It said the state should only 
si^patt ttoK vocational and

Editor George Waas resigned to accept the post of student body 
Attorney General. Former Assodafe Editor Sam Miller has been 
appointed interim editor to complete Waas' term.

Other changes are in the works. Immediate phiiis callfor a 
reorganization of the staff with the goal in mind ot expanded coverage 
of local, and campus events.

Steps will be taken to secure more opinion articles and columns firom 
students and faculty in an effort to spur commimications on campus.

Judge Overrules 
Auburn President 

( rom the Aubum Plainsman, AutNim Univenity: "Judge t rank M. Johnson has 
issued his decree. Rev. William Sloane Coffin, a man convicted by a federal court 
of deUbetately utgii« young men to vkriale fedmd dnft bws, wffl be permitted 
to speak on campoi. 

(Editor's note: The dedsian by Johmaa, a U.S. Distnct Court judge, ovemiled 
a hun impoMcd by Aubniii ftesident Hany Ph^ott) 

"Theie is reason to be shocked and conconed. At a time when the nation's 
uoiveisity adroinistrators need aB tfie support they can muster, Judge Johnson's 
decree <filuted the power of the president and the Board of Trustees to tontrol 
the internal affairs of their university. If was expected that PhiJpott might be 
ordered to let Coffin speak on campus, but overruling the president's right to 
control funds was a surprising move which carries far-reacUng impUcaticms, the 
extent of which may not be fully realized for some time. 

(Editor's note: In addition to allowing Coffin to speak, Fhilpott was (Hdered to 
provide suiuble physical facilities and to provide funds to de&ay the cost of the 
speech.) 

"The issue was fieedom of qjeech vems the right and responsibiUty of the 
pMiikut to control the internal affairs of the university. Almost every American 
recognized the right of free speech and the absolute need for authority in a 
university. Whether Judge Johnson has properly stated where one right ends and 
the other begins will proboUy be decided by sevend appeab and otbtt 
developments." 

ROTC CREDIT 

Fiom tte Kentucky Kemal, Univenity of Kentucky: "The denyii« 4^ oedh 
fflf ROTC daaes can in no way be construed as academic intolerance because the 
prognm can still be allowed to remain on campus, though only as an 
extraconicular activity, as it should be. If universities are to give credit for ROTC 
classes, they might just as well LTcdii for a course in revolutionary lactict, M 
both pursuits are of approximately equal philosophical legitimacy. 

"Perhaps the chief argument against giving academic credit for ROTC classes, 
however, is that they undercut one of the major functions of the university, that 
of challenging students to objectively analyze the institutims of our society. 
After doing time in his ROTC classes, which just are not taught on an objective 
tiasit, and then having to rationalize his moves, the student in aU probability wiB 
afjgfomA Hie institutioa of the military in a biased if not indodnnated fiame of 
mkid.

stadentemy get their break between quarters. Wednesday the 

Council of Deans expressed favor of j revision of the Aoidoiriic 
Calender to allow about a week's Iveak between the winter and spring 
quvteis. However, the CooocS nfand the proposed revision, withmit 
official appioMri, to the Acadrauc 'Afifaiis CcHmnfttee ot Facufty 
Senate. 

Rrobably the Faculty Senate will approve theireviskin. In this case, 
Ihe Cbimcil (rf* Deans win most oolainly approve it. 

The news of a break between quarters can be received with niixed 
emotions. Naturally, a break wifl be wekomed by students weary from 
a <piarter's work and the pressure of final exams. On the other hand, a 
week's break wiU leave only nine weeks for the sprii^ quarter. 

Thii^ are hectic enough in a 10 or 1 1 -week quarter. Nine weeks 
ni^t be uidieandile. 

Life in a shortened quarter can be liveable - with the faculty's 
cooperation. If the instructors adjust their schedules for work 
acovdii^ - that is, cat out the extra week's assignment - the nine 
week session can be survived. If they persist in covering 1 0 weeks of 
material, the nine-week session wiW be impossible. 

So in the final analysis, approval of the break must be left up to the 
faculty menAers - the Faculty Senate. Not only must they approve the 
proposed revision to make it legal, but they must agree to at^ust the 
work schedule to make it practical.

One can't help but wonder why provision for breaks between each 
quarter wasn't made in the original academic calander. A similiar 

situation e.xisied last year. No hre.ik was pl.nu.ed between the winter 
and spring quarters, but the calander was finally revised to permit one. 

f^haps the Christmas bredc could be sli^tiy diortened or classes 
could begin a week early in September. Either would give the calander 
planners some leeway in planjiing breaks between quarters.

It is quite true 
that, year after year, the Seminole diamondmen are nationally ranked 
and come up with winning seasons. 

However, the group liiat I'm referring to is tlic FSU Judo Club. 

Thb renarkabie squad rarely loses a meet and has always placed 
individuals high in tournamciils during its short cxislance at Florida 
Stale. Just recently, John Ross, holder of the tourlh degree black bell, 
defeated the national champion of Israel after an extremely rough . 
maich. 

"Judo isn t tiiat easy a spurt. We have to be ih very good condition 
and Uke a kit of punishment," said Ross. **Many times we have team 
members participating in a match with broken fingers and toes l-ven 
during practice it's common to have at least one toe or linger broken?" 

Some people have remarked that tite judo team is made up of a 
"bunch of hippies" because they all usually wear sandab and one-day's 
growth of beard. 

"We wear sandals because when you liave a broken or s(vaincd toe 
it's painful to wear shoes," said Ross. "Also, we get hurt and cut on 

the face during practice and mjtclios If" wo slijvod each iiK)rnmg 
instead ol tlie evening and didn't have at least tlie sliadow to protect us, 
our faces wouM have scvs aD over. With a sl^t beard, the cuts aren't 
nearly as decpjnd don't leave scars" 

Only one other school ui the nation is considered belter than Fk>rida 
-Stale s squad. San Jose State in California is reported to have 32 bbck 
bells on tlieir team and is rated the best in tlic land. But. as Ross put it, 
'They can only enter one man in each weiglii division and we liave 
some beginners that have beaten black belts in actual competition."

The Real Reasons 



In the midst at a fiilKscale administrative shufTle, such as we have 
witnessed recent^, one begins to wonder about the real reasons for the 
departwes of men sudi as John Carey, E. Laurence Qaitnm and OdeB 

Waldby. 

Both Drs. Carey and Waldby announced their resignations to return 
to fuO-tinae teadung duties. Dr. Chalmers dted a new and cfaaOen^^ 

job opportunity at the University of Kansas. 

Many students and faculty members feit, however, that teaching and 
new jobs were NOT the prime reasons for the resignations of these men. 

At the time of Dr. Carey's resignation, there was much talk about 
"outside pressures" being brought to bear to force him out of office. At 
the same trnie, diere were reports that Dr. Chafaners was next to leave 
for basically the same reasons. These rumors, of course, were denied by 
the authorities, yet we lost both administrators. 

Dr. Waldby reported to the Flambeau that his resignatimi had been 
submitted last August but had ntit yet been officially announced. 

It is quite possible that ail three of these men told the 
truth. ..basically. i 

It is also possible, however, that behind these truths were other 
causes which for professional reasons were better left un-said. One 
informed source, when asked last Wednesday who he viewed the 
situation, replied, "It seems to be a very poUtical situation " 

As this cofamm stated earlier this week, "political pressures'" are all 
too evident at Florida State. Administrators must make decisions 
bearing in mind that unpopular decisions may affect next year's 
appropriation, came them to be put under added mental pressures from 
state pohticians or endanger their jobs. 

They must also "tread hghtly" to avoid upsetting people like alumni 
members, laige tshdanbip doners or conservative Board of Regents 
members. 

Such a situatiaa (tf constant fear and pressure can only drive our top 
adtuutaaUm away from this univeisity or back into 'YoD-time 

teaching." 

Such a situation MUST cease immediately or this university is 
docmied to be run by HiediocR men.

Confirmation Unneeded 



Attorney General <}eoige Waa* hat 
stated that Senate conformation of 
temporary Honor Court Judges is not 
necessary, since they were appointod 
on an emageiicy basis. 

The ruling comes at the requeat of 
Stodent Body President Canter 
Brown to darihr * dtoatioo flint 
arose hmnedtately befon itudent 
government ckctHU. Jodgea 
appointed by then PKadent Lyman 
Fletcher to fill two vacandei m the 
Honor C ourt. The Student Senate 
failed to approve these appomtmcnts. 

According to Waas. the ofTices 
weren't officially fiUed, but the cases 
pending neceaitated chosing 
wmeone to act aa jiidgi. After the 
senate leAiKd to fwmc Oe judges. 
Fletcher reappomted tfaem to aBow 
them to handle tiK hrfhu of caMt. 

Questions were raiied ai to the 
legitimacy (rf the cases tried by Aeae 
temporary justices, and aruhngfinmi 
Waas was requested. 

Waas staled: 'Tt appears that it 
was not the legislative intent to 
require senate confirmation" for 
dtort-term, temporary appointments. 
AG00idh«ly, so kmg as those 
appomted to such poBtioiis f ulfiU the 
legal lequhemeata foe hoUhig the 
ofTice in questkm, and flie 
appointments aie not for a 
unreasonably lengthy period of time, 
such appointments ai contemplated 
here should not require pilBir senate

Waas also stated in a m^m^ 
opinion that the preAlent of the 

student body does not have the 
power to veto selected parts of a bill.

In a prepared statement to the 1 lambcau. Champion 
said: "hor some time I have been aware of elements of 
discoid from witlun certain parts of the untveraty. I had 
hoped that these could have been overcome, but 1 am 
convinced that the fntnie of tiie university wil be better 
served under new leadership. 

"1 believe that in every organization there comes a time 
when there is a need for new ideas, for fresh approaches, 
and for different leadership. 1 believe Ihat time is now at 
I lorida State." ( hampion said. 

"The four years that I have privili^cd to serve iS 
president of this distinguished university have been among 
the most rewarding of my life. Mary and I are deeply 
grateful for the aipport, uaderstanding and affection which 
we have received fiom so many people £n» wWun and 
without the umveraty," he ended. 

ChanceDor Mantz irieased the foOowing statement from 
Hoard of Kegents Chairman Kibler; 

"It is with great regret that on behalf of the board 
accept the resignation of President John Champion. He has 
served the university with dedication and has advanced it 
on its path toward excellence. Dean Stanley Marshall, 
executive vice president-designate, will serve as acting 
pnaideat unlfl a new president is elected. Normal 
aoriemk iNOoeiaet wa be f olowBd in Klecting a SKcemir 
to headeat Champtaa."

Student Reaction 

The resignation and appointment swirl which has enveloped the 
Flnrida Stale jdaniistiathe stmctmc this year has crystallized 
sentimenU and fens of aootlnr segment of the university - the 
students. 

n-olnbly 90 per omt of our students have not been emotionally or 
intellectually affected by the recent shufik and mistaken^ beUeve that 
the shuffle doesn't affect them anyway. 

It is the other 10 per cent which is most inqwrtant . They will be the 
dynamic and progressive leaders of our generation. Because of this, 
their opinion is perhaps the most vital and impOTtaiitof all student 
opinion. 

Most of them came to Florida State with at least slight reservations. 
Sute universities are not ahv^ the best umwraties. Florida's 
universities have always been criticized for state government 
inteiferenoe, inadequate funds, mi difikulties in retaining quaUty 
faculty lu e rt b eis . 

Their slight leseraitions, however, have recently crystalized into 
full-fledged fears. Senator Tom Slade's direct assault on the University 
of Florida was no longer subtle influence, but overt mterference. 

The increasing liklihood that the state university system may be 
forced, for the third two-year period, to "hold the line" in budget 
matters that our unwasity may be on the verge of academic disaster. 

President Champion stated two years ago during budget hearings that 
we COULD NOT hold the line much longer without slipping in some 
way. 

Now. wtth three top administrators gor all men who advocated 
l^ogressive change — students are realizing that Florida State may never 
progress. 

Floirda State is years behind the "great universities" in progressive 
chai^, and some of the leaders in the fight g 'catch up'' at Florida 
State have res^ied. It is rumored that more administrators and many 
pnnnment faculty members wiH soon foDow. Progressivism may have 
departed our canqnis by the time we return next fall, and the results, 
especially for students, could be tragic. 

Most students camiot afford to graduate from an mstitution which 
may soon have a "medioae*' or ''poor" image in academic circies. 
Many are already looking for other places to go. Many of our most 
outstandii^ students and leaders will not return here for postgraduate 
degrees, and some are going elsewhere for their undergraduate degree. 

It is clear that unless something is done to plug the drum of 
progressive administratOTs and facuhy leaders, the higlil^^ated student

Our sports editor, Ron Scoggins, informed me that many of you are 
inlefested in knowing more about our basic offensive and defensive 
patterns. Today I am going to diagram and explain one of oiff basic 
ofTensivB fonnatkms. But before going into the ofTensive patt«n let's 
look atFk>ridaState's basic offensive set (Diagram No. 1 ) 

On the point is Skip Young (14). He has the responsibilities of 
bfoigii^ the ball up against pressure and generating our offensive plays. 

jOn the left wing looking is Jeff Hogan (10). The left wmg must be 
able to shoot from the outside and also must be able to move out to 
Mng the ball up the floor against defensive pressure. 

The right wing, John Burt (22) or Date (Clay (15), needs to be abte 
to score but it is mandatory that they rebound. The right wing also 
draws the defensive assignment of guarding the oiqwsing team's best 
forward. 

The high post, Jan Gies (33) or Willie Williams (32), IS the qnt for 
our second big man. He must be able to rebound and AovM be ^le to 
hit the 15-foot jump shot from the free throw area. 

The low post. Dave Cowens (l.^). is the ana fri)m which our top 
rebounder operates. Also, the tow post must be able to score well from 
within 10 to ISfeetof tbebadcet. 

These are not all the duties of each positioB, but wil give you an 
idea of how the Semiiioles line up. 

Now let's move into one of our basic patterns, when the pass from 
the point goes to the right wing (Diagram No. 2). 

(14) passes to (22). After passing to (22), (14) and (33) go to set a 
doubk pick for our left wing who comes out to the top of the drcle for 
a jump shot. (22) now has the option of feeding (1 3) on the low post or 
hitting (10) coming off the double pick. This is just one of the basic 
patterns youll be seeing toni^ if Geoigia Tech plays a man-to-man 
defense against the Seminoles.

Stin, thus far, his promises are just paper. How rapidly and how 
effecfvely they are actuaUy realized will determine how rapidly and 
how effectively the university will be reunified.

In a fit of prolificacy, the senate lifted the physical 
education requirement for the baccalaureate degree; revised the 
Academic calendar, allowiiig for a break between the winter and spring 
quvteis and Meting fnal exam week during the smmner quarter; and 
resolved that faculty and students should actively participate in the 
seleaion of university vice jvesidents and of the new president.

Rooae«dt*s first 100 days with Congress. 

-^-Ecooamics and student population growth necessitated the lifting of 
muidatory pfayaod eAictf kn. The FE department found itself unable 
to provide both a mqors program and activky oouraes for raamfatory 

PE requirements. 

The hope was expressed that the lift is temporary. The fear was 

expressed that without mandatory PE students will wind up short of 
the minimum physical exercise desirable for medical reasons. 

The oaed for a break from the grmd of classes and for time to 
process exaim md fmiih up bookkeqiing aeoestiuted the caleodar 

revision. 

No specific hope was expressed over this oae, but there was a little 
jubUation. The fear was expressed that the week break, which will be 
chopped oir of tfaie quarter's class time, will make the work load 
uiriwarabk. 

Resentment om former Ptesident John Champion's mode of 
selection of vice presidents and a belief that students and faculty shouW 
have an active pvt in the decisions which directly affect them 
necessiuted the resolutions calling for faculty and student consulutkm. 

The hope was expressed that this signifies a return to what was once 
"standard operating procedure" between the administration and faculty 
and students. The fear was expressed by a few dubious indi^uals that 
it won't. 

As with any, the changes were 
accompamed by hope for a better future on the part of some and by 
feav for a dismal one on the put of others.

Before the two men got down to business, 
Colby asked if he could count on Tom for 
a 9100 contribution to tha Lang campaign 
fund. Tom's raaction mm rtia following : 
"Well, thera I waa. I waa opposed to 
Lang, but I knew Colby. If he withdraw 
his business I couM ba in a bad i 
So I just smiled i 
then and there." 

Upon discussing the matter with his wife, 
Tom found that she was bitterly 
diaiUiiaionad with the business world 
ksoBMSSlteSMkl put such pressures on a 
paraon to go against Ma own values. 
Tom's poreaption off tlw tocident was tlwt 
"it was an either/or aitMStion. I had to do 
it or risk losing the buainaas." 

Mr. Carr suggests that such situations ara 
part of the "game" which governs the 
business world. He goes on to compare 
•thical standards of business organizations 
today with the ground rules of a poker 
ganw. "Tiiat most businessmen are not 
indiffarant to ethics in their private lives, 
everyone witl agree. *«y point is that in 
their office lives tliay caasa to baprisato 
citizens ; they become gamai»toyag wiiQ 
must be guided by a somewhat dwleran* 
set of eth.'cal standards." 

Finally, Carr cites a Midwestern exseutiws 
as saying "So long as a businessman 
complias with the laws of the land and 
avoids tailing malicious Kes, he's ethical.

Dear Mr. Clark: 

Indeed there are some men of tha caiibra 

you cite in business; probably in greater 
number than most responsible 



I suspect also that thara are many 
instsnces whara a man like your sales 
sxactitiva, Tom, TOmpromisas his p«rsonid 
"er hies" to maha a ssla. Butwaan't ha 
trapped by his own supposition? Didn't he 
write-off his own company's integrity, 
along with the history of the customar's 
satisfaction with their product line and 
service backup, when he wrote the check? 

It strikes me that a little intestinal 
fortitude, and a tactful remark about his 
own political convictions, would have 
brought the issue to a proper test: 
business based on quality products and 
service versus "bought" business. 

If the man won't make the test, then he 
ought not to make business a whipping 
boy because he chose to eompr<muso Ms 

own standards. If his employer won't 
stand the test, then his choice is obvious: 
quit, and join a company whose standards 
measure up to his own. In the long run he 
will have done himself a favor because an 
atitical man. who is competent, always is 
in high demand. A posture aligned with 
ht^h standards will gsin more rsspoct of 
3igr4ficanoa than any satiwwkssu rt s in o d 
through lossof a fsw aai a s . 

As for the Midwestern executive who 
equates business' ethical standards simply 
to compliance with the law— it being 
implied that this falls short of what 
society would expect-l question both his 
awareness of the law's comprehensiveness, 
and his insight into sMst businsssmsn's 
motivations. 

Rssponsibis axacutives don't make 
decisions on the basis of legal 
permissiveness : of seeing what they can 
get away with at the risk of courting^ 

punitive actions at law, or the public's 
displeasure. Those are negative yardsticks, 
and the thrust of business thinking thst 
involves moral judgments is affirmative. 

Check product specifications, for example, 
and see how many exceed standards 
established by regulation. Resultc: a better 



quality product, greater performance, 
longer Ufa axpaetancy. 

Take re-training and re-assignment of 
employees to better-paying jobs requiring 
greater skills when automation phasas out 
various work slots. Results: mora 
Mghiy-skHlad amployaas. battar-aarnlng 
potM^al. graatar job aacurity. 

Consider the direct personal involvement of 
more executives, and the application of 
their company resources, in efforts to deal 

effectively with such urban crises as 
ghetto unemployment. Results: more local 
employment, a step toward self-help, a 



None of these actions are compelled by 
law . . . they are taken voluntarily by 
btisinsasmaa acting under the compulsion 
of thair personal ethics. It is the beliefs 
umlerlying such notions l^st I rsgard as 
the criteris for responsible businessnten's 
o^ics. Critics may question this criteria as 
ssif- interest. I'll buy that. It is. But it Is 
sn//9/7fene(y self-interest which is simply 
good "business sense," and reflects the 
ethical standards that broadly prevail 
in our 



The point is that in business, ethical 
stsndwds sncompass not only questions 
of personal conduct and integrity, but the 
wliola range of busiosss' activitiaa wi^ 
the public as awhola. Yet in tha fimri 
analysis it is always the individual wAw 
must make the decision ; a deciskmthat 
will reflect the influences of one's family 
life, religion, principles gleaned from 
education, the views of others, and one's 
own inherent traits of character. It is these 
factors that show up in a man's business 
dscisions, not the other way around. 
The man, therefore, who maintains his own 
convictions and sense of moral values will 
be a bettor businessman, and will find that 
there really is little problem in developing 
a business career without fear 
of eompronUss.

Academic? 

Does ROTC really contribute to the academic quality of the 
university? Should students be ghen fiiD mimaty credit for a come 
in "Individual Weapons and Marksmanship?" 

These questions, as regular readers have noted, have been brought up 
with increasii^ frequency in recent months witimi the iriirmir 
community. Students and faculty have begun to question whether a 
course in "military map reading" should really be given equal credit 
with a 400-level course in physics, j^osophy or govefomenL They 
admit tiut certain ROTC courses, such as military history, may weU be 
induded in standard university curriculum. It is the other courses which 
have aroused criticism. 

An article which the Flambeau recently reprinted from the 
Kentucky Kemal stated, ".. jf universities are to give credit for ROTC 
classes, they might just as well give credit for a course in revolutionary 
tactics, as both pursuits are of approximately equal philosophical 
legitiinacy.." 

One of our "letters to the editor" yesterday echoed basically the 
same sentiment. It is appropriate that such questions of curriculum are 
raised and thoughtfufly discussed <» oibt It is« liowcver, a 

shame that only ROTC has rcseiwed socfe dose^scnitiBy and ciiticisBi, 
but the criticism IS valid. 

A growing number of ttus nttion's {mest educational nttitiitioas - 
Harvard, Yale, Dartmouth, John Hopkins and St. Louis to name a few 
— have recently withdrawn academic credit from ROTC fvograms. 
They have NOT removed the right of students to particqMte is tiiese 
programs, but have merely delated the programs to the status of 
ot^ extracioncuiar activities such as reserve units and the National 
Guard. 

The ROTC program undoubtedly has merits. It develops leadership 
potential and instiOs an understanding of discipline and team effort. 
Such qualities, however, are also developed by prognms such as 
intramural sports. ROTC's other contributions seem to lie wholly 
withffl the military sfbeie, not the academic sphere, and credit for such 
knowledge should be rewarded by the military *«*-' «'f ffl i m m» . not the 
university. 

If the faculty and stwtents of Fkmda State truly wish to buiM a 

respected "academic" institution, they should concentrate on 
eliminating courses which do not contribute to academic excellmce. 
They Should remove sanctions from courses which do not stress the 
highest ideals of education. 

The university is supposed to devetop intelligent, aeative, 
individualistic citizens, not subservient automatons. This university 
should seriously consider separating itself from a program wiucfa is 
totally inconsistent with the goals of higlKr educatim.

Physicists Form Radical Group

WASHINGTON (CPS) - It is 
iaevitaNe that as ladicds ud other 
socially concerned stodents leave 
their undergraduate roles and enter 
grad schools or professions, they will 
attempt to re-onent the goals of that 
profession- 

Professional meetings this year 
have borne this out. Radical caucuses 
have sprung up at tbe Ameiirai 
Historical Associatim. American 
Mitical ScicDce Anociitini «ad 
fMiOBal Fd nc ati on AiMiciatiaa. to 
baoejuatafew. 

: Medical and law students have 
tiieir own organizations lo make their 
respective professions more socially 
conscientious And now finally, this 
pattern has come out of the libraries 
and into the labs. 

At a national conventicn of 
physicists in New York last week, 
two organizalkms bom naiot 
campuses raged bodi — aid 
physical s ci e ntisls to i»«aBiine fteir 
profession regmbng its social 
aaefulnesi. In adtStion they called for 
a general work stoppage of aU 
soeatific r esea r ch on Tuesday, March 
4. 

In its initial polic> '.latemcnt, a 
g(oup known as Scientists for Social 
and FMiiical Action (SSTA) said. 



"As sdentisto have beoome moie i 
moK d e pend en t on the government 
for tesewrh funds and for their very 
livelihood, speaking out on issues has 
been more and more cautious. Wc 
must strive to regam our full 
intellectual and political freedom." 

An SSI'A founder. Dr. Chalks 
Schwartz of UC at Bcriceley, 
admitted that his group "is very 
much anti-establishment Our 
purpose is to improve flie nl^ectiial 
oomBtions in Ote {Mofesaon." 

"The profession** encompasses 
nearly 26,000 members of the 
American Physical Society (APS), 
now in its 70th year Says Schwartz, 
"We wiU continue lo work within 
the Society. but right now APS » in 
narrow confmes. It has been this way 
too kmg. Most scientists have a 
wrong sense of ptoptiety - they ace 
not invohred; the pcrtnMnt pt oM e im 
are not discBawd." 

APS execntive seoetaty Dr. W.W. 
Havens, of Cohimbia University, 
maintains, *The Society should stick 
to physics and not involve itself with 
politics. We have lo discuss technical 
developments. Once technical 
problems are solved, then social and 
economic questions arise, and it is 
not our place to speak ont on tbese."

The 
attitudes of the past have proved ineffective and 
have Undoed the pragma ef our nai»ersity...We 
uigB ttiat our ooaccm and ideab not be 
i^irmif^ to a myriad of bureaucracy and 
subcommittees. 'We cidl for unity throu^ direct 
dialogue with our new president and his staff." 

Dr. Paul Piccard. chairman of the Faculty 
Senate Steering Committee, another speaker at 
the rally, warned against "deluding ourselves that 
we can have change on a basis of what we want 
when we want iL" Piocard said that he agreed 
HMt *^ tinwt an »«haa|inB. and tf you 
dont get with it. at kait you can get out of the 
way." 

Ben Page, a graduate philosophy student, also 
spoke to the rally, calling the Board of Regents 
the "real viUian." and i|ucstioning wlicther unity 
with the adminisuation was desirable.

Jr. Housing Requirement 
May be Lifted 



The requirement that junior women under 21 live in 
campus housing probably will be suspended. John Arnold, 
vice president for student aCEun, aid Friday. 

Arnold said deletion of this requirement and other 
changes in the university housing program will be 
considered during a Division irf Student Affairs workshop 

I cbruary 28. 

He said he felt wr that the requirement would be Wled. 

The proposed diange allows junior women, vho are 
under 21, to Iree off-campus if they obtain parental 

permission. Students 21 and over are aWe to Bve 
off-campus without such permission. 

Under the present housing policy, junior women must 
have the pmnission of the dean of women to live 
off-campus. 

The diai«e would simply be extendfaig to junior 
women the same prerogative now extended to senior 
women," Arnold noted. 

If it becomes univ«sity policy, the change wffl probably 

be effective with the fall quarter. 

Another change under consideration is an adjustment of 
the women's curfew. Arnold said that self-regulating hours 
for women's dorms iiave been proposed. 

Also under consideration for revision is the

administrative structure of campus housing. 

Arnold said that as presently organized, the fiscal and 
physical aspects of campus housing come under the division 
of administrative affairs, whereas the counseling and 
programming aipects come under the ifiviiiaB of student 
affairs. 

These aspects Aould come under one area of 
supervision," he commented. The present structure 
requires a tremendous amount of cooperation. WeVe had- 
the cooperation this year, but it has been absent in the past 
and could be absent again in the future."

Though Marshall reaffirmed that 
any decision on SDS wouldn't be 
forthcoming until Thursday, he did 
offisr fiifther comment on the issue. 

Ifuy members of the umversity 
uouMi uMi ty feel that denial of 
lecognitkm to SDS is httertaiiw wilh 
the group's constitutionally 
guaranteed freedom of expression, he 
said, but the political views of SDS or 
the speakers it would bring on 
campus are not the grounds for tfie 
refusal of recognition. 

'There is the matter of what 
SOS's constitution says," he 
commented, "and the extent to 
whidi tbe local otgawgatinn would 



be under the control of interests 
OBttWe Florida SUte Univeni^. 

"There is nme reason to believe 
that this (outside casrtnd] woidd be 

a threat." 

Marshall said he is convinced that 
more than half of the university 
community would like to see SDS 
either recognized or registered.

The committee was eUaUidied as a joiBt stadent-faciilQr-fldaiBistathfe body 
to study exittii« conditioiis at Fkxida Stile atid mate n i Ki ii i iiii M i l i lin si i for 

dia^ directly to the university president. 

After its inception, the committee formed five major suboomraittees which 
have been holding individual investigations during the past mne months. These 
sut>committees include the subcommittee on student affairs and organizatiims. 
financial affairs subcommittee, community and alumni affairs subcommttee, the 
housii« subcommittee and the subcommittee on cunicuhun and academics. 

Accccdii* to DictaMi. the suboomnttloes have been advised to begin wrapping 

up their work. 

"The final commtttee reports and al committee work should be completed no 
later than tfie b^iuaii« of next iiaartBr," Dkdjon said. 

When asked about future vantima of a similar natoie to the 9CSA. Dickaim 

replied that the steering committoeof the 77-man body WMrecomiiiendi>i*ata 
smaller group with the same function be established on a permanent basis by the 
president. He indicated that the steering committee favored a body which WOldd 
be smaUo- in number, but have a similar function to the present committee. * 
Dickson said that the committee would further recommend the establishment 
of a permanent "University Ombudsman" to serve all members of the university 
conmMmMy.

"Diaofaedienoe ud Democracy: .Nine Fallacies on Law 
Md Order." By Howard Zhm. Random House ($3.95), 
Vintage ($1.45). 

(CPS) - As universities across the country are being 
swept up in studoit tuimnl, activists find more and more 
of then professors deserting them. 

New Yofk IMvcffity't fnt. Sidney Hook is touring Oe 
ountiy persuading faculty members to bobter institutional 
defenses against the activists demands. At Michigan, Prof. 
Arnold Kaufman suggests that thespians threatened with 
arrest lor performing nude should put theu' clothes on. 

But in the midst of all this, a few outspoken professors 
have consistently championed student rights. One of them 
is Howard 2^im. a government professor at Boston 
Uiivenity. 

His puniriilet (it is scarcdy kmg enou^ to be a book) is 
a timely reminder for those adnumstrators and faculty 
members who insist that dl decisions must be made by 
their committees after hearing student pleas. It is abo fair 
warning to those wlio believe the interests of the State 
always reign over the uitcrcsts of the people. 

"The government is not synonymous with the people of 
the nation; it is an artificial device, set up by the citizens 
for certain purposes. It is endowed with no sacred aura; 
rather, it needs to be watched, scrutinized, t^sed. 
changed and even overthrown and replaced when 
necessary." 

Zinn's book is written as a re^nse to Supreme Court 
Justke Abe Fortas' widely dissemuuited pamphlet, 
"Concetnii« Chril Disobedieace." Fortas argues for hw and 
order: "Eadi individual is bound by aB die laws under the 

Constitution." 

He reminds us that the government is usmg the law to 
hide the tiiitli. Order is of course the pretext on which 
totalitarian repimcs in every nation ban political parties, 
make seaet arrests and censor newspapers. 

"Our government," he says, is "trying to preserve a 
jodd peace which harbors drug addiction, alcoholism, 
mental iBness. crimes of vk^ce and all those thousands of 
bistances of de^iair uduch will never be entered in ho^ital 
records or police btotten because they have been safely 



I by society's instruments of control 
"The nattai lemaini mvettuibed by the disiHtder widiin 
eadi hidividad and is qutte pkaaed so kmg as that doe* not 
break out and ie«eal itaelf as a 'disturbance of the peaoa.* ** 

When things get tight the ruling forces can slap on a few 

extra laws to inhibit all personal freedom. 

Zinn seems to devote a bit too much time to arguing 
with Fortas - who no doubt will be better remembered as a 
Johnson crony than as another Oliver Wendell Hohnes. 
Stffl. when he moves away &om Focta*. meaar ^ 
dev: 

"Now we aie the imperial power in many areas of the 
world; tevh« Grossed A the oceans our power is smack up 
against the nataudiim and ladkaritam <rf Oa nnrd Wortd. 
demanding change. Neither President nor Coogtess sems to 

read the signs; they react slo«iy, cautioudy. bboriondy." 

As the American power structure continues to isolate 
itself from the rest of the world and from its own young, 
the situation becomes more critical There are burgeoning 
numbers of young people who share Zinn's doubts that the 
United States will change Cast enough to sabage either Itself 

or the world. 

The cunent student revolt is perhaps our best indication 
of the future. If the universitiet arc unable to resoKe the 
chaUenge of chrfl disobedience witti anytting *ort of 
MACE, then it is doubtful Aat the country will be aMe to 

cap the rising wave of social revolution. 

Ulacks just aren't going to sit around spitting 
watermelon seeds at racist cops. Young people aren't going 
to be content with shoveling manure into draft board files, 
students aren't going to sit in the president's office 
patiendy wailing fte a conciliatory phone call 

Widi thew lapidfy devdoping battfc hnes, the faculty 
have a choice. Either they can cower with 
Ocadnimistration or be Bl» Zkm and come out mto the 
open witt the students. 

Those naive enough to think "law and order" means 
protection for their academic sanctuary are trapped. If tte 
students win the campus sUuggle, these faculty will be 
completely discredited as administration water boys. 

If the government wins, they'll soon find out that "law 
and order" means state suppression. Already the Unwersity 
of Cdifomia Regents are invading the piiviieged academic 
MBCtuMyto regulate decisions on course ctedit

Congreasmaii Arnold Oisen (D-Mont.) has introduced a resolution in 
the House recommending continuatioa of children, youth and military 
fares on the nation's airiines. Oben has been joined in spmuota^ the 
reaolntion by 23 other representatives. 

The resolution is part of the nationwide opposition to a recent 
ruling by Civil Aeronautics Board examiner Arthur Present that the 
yolrth f« diHoqali m diMrimiRitoiy nd shmrid be diMM^ 

The resolution idrtea, in part It is "the sense of the Congress that 
the cmrent regulatiiHis of the Civil Aeronautics Board under which air 
carriers are jWiHnttrd to grant reduced air fares. ..are consisteiit with the 
aMent and porposes of the Federal Aviation Act of 1958 (upon which 
fteaent based hii nding) and tend to promote adequate, economical, 
and efficient service by air carriers at reasonable diaiges, without uqust 
discriminations, undue preferences or advantages, or unfair or 
d ti tiuctlw co mp e li t lw practices." 

It is fortunate there are those in Coi^ess able to recognize that 
youth fares are ant discriminatoiy, but even if they were, Inve merit

when there are empty seats. The inconvenience of "stmlby" which the 
ymA fm traveler mast eadore separates him from the dass of the 
npriv passenger.

WASHINGTON (CPS) - By tlie end of the year, more 
than two million students will be enrolled in oommnnity 
ocdIegBt. Neaify a tUtd of d beginning stndenti catat a 
two-year institution called a joniar or commiuity ooflege. 
Community coU^ emolbneDts have inoeaaed IS per cent 
every year since 1960. 

Less than 1,000 community coDeges serve this booming 
student population. 

The Nixon administration says it plans to make 
community collie development a major part of its 
education program. Under the Nixon plan, the federal 
government wiH offa matching grants for coMlmcthm aod 
opcBtiion <rf two-year schools in major cities. 

Robert Fhicfa, HEW Secretary, mys the nibsidized 
schools wil concentrate on teacher training and 
voctfional-tedraieal oouraea, *initBad of the WbtaA atta 
syndrome." 

Monday , legislation was introduced by Sen. Haniaon A. 
Williams, Jr. (D-N.J.) to spark the nationwkle devdopment 
of comprehensive community colleges. The bill would 
create a federal Hureau of Community Education and 
would provide funds for development and implementation 
of state plans for higher education. 

After consulution with specialists. Sen Williams found 
wide agreement that the commun;i> mllege should be 
« T^«^ to caiy a heavy biirden in the future. "A new level 
of ednctfioB ia emaiging." he mid. my Ui ia deaigBad 
to recognize the need and meet tt." 

Exirtingtw«»yeaainalitotiona cannot do the job rcgmred 



of them unless action is taken to "shore up" the eirtiae 
post-secondary educational process, the senator said. 

"The community college seems tailor-made for the hard 
educational tasks ahead. lU potentially kiw cost to 
studeats. its proximity to those it nmst serve, flexible 
adtaiiHiaa pcAciea. strong caanidh« services and varied 
educational programs make it the best dear hope for real 
community progress," Sen. Williams aid. 

The senator feels a new program ia Beceanry to give 
community coUegcs a fairer share of federal money. Out of 
24 current programs that aid coDeges and universrtlBS. 
two-year colleges are eligible for participation in only sbi. 

Moreover, the percentage of junior-coUi^e students who 
take part in individual assistance programs is low. 

Under the terras of the bill, states would submit a master 
plan for post-secondary education to the U.S. 
CommnionH of Edvcation. The maitBr plan would be 
individniliBBd to fit indhridnai alaiB'aMndi, bat al 
meet oeatahi nalioBMMai cdkria:

The owners raised their 
contribution to the pension plan, 
made from television receipts, from 
$4.1 million in 1968 to $5.45 million 
yearly tat the next Unee yem. 
Retiiemeat ben^ls at age SO for a 
10-year pfaQrer wiO be incnaied to 
$600 montUy Erom $500. 

Although the agreement between 
the executive bond of the Players 
Association and the Player Relations 
f'mnmitte* of the ma|or league clubs 
slill must be ratified b> both sides, 
players were told to enter into 
negotiations for individual contracts 
and tiien iqiort to tpnog tuinini 

The increased pension 
contribution makes poHMe the 
following improved benefits, the 
negotiator^ announced: 

"1. Players will qualify for 
retirement benefits after four years 
of major league service rather than 
the present 5 years. 

"2. Retirement benefits at age SO 
wiD be incieaaed fitom $50 to $60 a 
month tot each isi the fint 10 yevs 
of active m^or league lovioe Le~, 



$600 a month for a 10-year player. 
In addition, retirement benefits 
payable fof each year at active i 
bom 11 to 20 ; 
wO be incKaHd fiom $10 to $20 a 
mooth. 

"3. Early retirement will be 
permitted at age 45 with an actuarial 
adiustment &om the benefits payabk 
on normal letiiea imt at me 50.

There is some talk around TuUy Gym these days about Florida 
State's possible national championship. FSU has never footed a nationa] 
dmnpionship team in any sport though the Seminoles have been 
ranked high in the standings on diflerent occasions. 

However, this year may be the year for our first national 
championshq). In a recent column, I related that the Florida State Judo 
Gub could very poanUy win a national championship soon, perhaps 
next year. 

Recent events could prove to be the start of the championship this 

year The Judo Hub traveled to Baton Rouge, La., last weekend and won 
an invitational loumament there against one of the best teams in the 
em - -LDuisiana Sute. The SeouH^e Judo Oob entered nine 
contestants of which eight placed in the top three positions m four 
catigories, while placing first in three weight classifications. 

They accon^lished this widiout half the team which participated in 
another tournament. Those not present at Baton Rouge included fourth 
degree black belt John Ross and other top judo players. 

Such IS the strength of the FSU Judo dub that it can afford to split 
its members in order to attend two meets on the same weekend and still 
be able to win both . 

The Judo Club goes to Athens, Ga., this weekend to vie for the 
Ea«ern Collegiate Championship crown. The\ are highly favored to win 
this important step to the national crown. Once past this obstacle, the 
only step left is the national chaiq>ionshq>s where the dub's likely 
opponent would be San Jose College of California. [Momoted to be tlw 
top club in the nation. 

But, as spokesman Ross said, "A white belt can beat a bbck belt if 
he has the desire and aggresiveness." San Jose has 34 black belts, while 
the FSU club has five. Then again, only two participants from each 
team can be entered into each weight category. 

The Seminoles can boast of such material as Percy Alexander. 
Alexander has been with the Judo Club lor less than a couple ot months, 
his only contact with the art of judo in his life. Percy has defeated 
several black belu in his short tenure, black belts who have had yean <rf 
experience. 

Tlie entire team has the desire to win the national aown. They get 
their chance soon in the Eastern and National Championships. Their 
chances of bringing the national championship to Florida State are 
excellent this year.

Nixon in Germany: 
Dedicated to Unity 

BONN. GERMANY (AP) - President NLxon said Wednesday he hopes that 
future arms control talks between the United States and the Soviet Union will 
also cover pobtical differences. 

West Germany's leaders requested that German reunification be part of any 
such agenda, but White House press secretary RonaU L. Ziegter nid the fteadent 
indicated no preconditions would ix leaised. 

In an uiq>recaidented <;q>eaiaiice before the Bundestag, West Germany's 
parliame&t, Nixon said tbt power oi the Atlantic alliance must be preserved. 

"As we mta «4nt I have described as a period of negotiations with those who 
have been our opponents," he said, "we recognize that for those negotiations to 
succeed it is essential that we maintain the strength that made negotiations 
pos.sible." 

* 1 he first foreign chief of state ever to address the Bundestag, Nixon spoke m 
English. He paused al ter each sentence while his words were translated. 

American officials e.xpect the negotiations with the Russians to start within 
about six months. 

Nixon flow from foggy London to foggier Bonn with a pledge trf continuing 
U,S. dedicatioa to Ok goal <tf a united Germany. He Urid Chancellor Kurt Geofg 
Kiesinea' that the United States will support whatever course West Getmany 
chooses to 'pursue m the current Berlin dispute with the Commumit fcast. 

He stopped well short, however, of any commitment to hts German hosts to 
put reunification and the futures of divided Berlin on the table at U.S. talks with 
the Russians. 

NLxon has stressed from the beginning of his European tour Sunday that 
U.S.-Soviet negotiations will be preceded and a cc om p anied by consultation witt 
the allies of the United Sutes. 

It wai part cfOiipraGeK wMdi led to die West German request, at ttte second 
at two ooitferences v/iOt the President. The seasons tirtaled about three hours. 

Guenter Diehl, Kiesinger's qwkesman, said the chanceUor told the President 
new initiatives were needed in the quest for reunification of Wast Genmsy and 
Communist East Germany. 
- The German spokesman quoted Nuun saying that some people believe he k 
seeking to negotiate a sort of package settlement with the Soviet Union on a 
variety of matters, but that this is not the case. 

NLxon was quoted as saying there is no direct link betweoi issues dividmg the 
giants of the Western and Communist worlds - but that n^tiatioas on such 
topics as disarmament would have greater value if coupled wWi co m Metation of 
pdilkaldiffenRGes. 

Fqi^ Minister Willy Brandt «ntr**~* that teunttlcatioa and the future of 
Berlin be made part of such talks. 

The Budestag speech was, as NLxon noted, his first address as President "before 
SBiy legislative body in the whole world." He has not yet appeared as I^esident 
before the U.S. t ongress. 

The event was televised nationally. 

In the privacy of the chancellery cabinet room. Nixon and Kiesinger also 

discussed hut iid not vetilc - the issue of West German misgivings about the 
nuclear n unpK»iii . r.jiiun treaty . now before the VS. Senat e for ratification.

Tanzania Scraps Peace Corps 



WASHINGTON (AP) - ITazania, 
the first nation in the world i»cked 
for a Peace Corps delegation, is 
scrapping the program. 

Too many teadiers, and not 
enough tediniciaiis. caused the 
African natiim to become 
disenchanted vnth the vtdutfeers 
America sent abroad. 

From a peak of nearly 400 
persons, the Peace Corps has shrunk 
to 11 in Tanzania. Ttie last are 
scheduled to leave by the end of this 
year. 

In a sense, it's a msroage that has 
had a nty rodcy go of it," said a 
Peace Corps trfficial in e)q|>laining the 
breakup after eight uneasy years of 

togetherness. 

Tanzania (tfficials have been dent 
pobHc^. but the ftnce Corps 



officials said, "We know what their 
feelings are. And they know well 
kave quietly." 

Tanzania, a Texasiize nation on, 
tbe east coast of Africa, wffl bette 
eighthooinrtiy to send fbe fcaee- 
Coips home iace 1961. But pas| 
departures have usually stemmed 
from foreign policy flateups rather 
than disappointments nidi fbaoe 
Corps workers. 

Of the 685 piersons sent to 
Tanzania to date, roughly two out ot 
tine - a total of 448 - have been 
ekmcBtiry of secondary teaduHL

OBERLIN, OHIO (CPS) - 
Students at Oberlin College 
demonstrated against a Marine 
recmitment team last week, and 
effectively forced its departme bom 
the campus. 

The recruiters, who spent their one 
and one-half hours on campus in the 
office of Dean of Students Gcorszc 
Langeler. could not gain access to the 
Placement OCBce because of the 
students. 

Two hundred supporters of the 
sit-in gathered immediately outside. 
By the time the students uere inside 
the building. Dean Lai^ein 
aimounced, "I am gt»ng to ask the 
Mamies to leave the campus because 
<rf the actions of this morning." 
Several hundred students 
accompanied them to their car . which 
wss in a specially locked garage. 

BiU Hedges of Oberlin Resistance, 
a leader of the demonstration, said 
■'lt"s time we made it clear to the 
trustees and the whole administcatian 
that every time they briiy lecmiters 
to the campus this is tke miidnram 
that's going to happen. The only 
«»asOB the recruiters are here is 
itecause we let them come, and die 
only way thell leave is if we make 
them leave." 

Oberlin President Carr later said he 
"wouldn't encourage the .Marine 
representatives to return in the near 
future." He added that the 
demonstration was "nothing less than 
clear interference with academic 
freedom at one of the 
greatest colleges."

Florida State has taken what may well prove to be its "Great Leap 
Backward" thanks to Acting President J. Stanley limlidl's conmenU 
at yesterday's general faculty meeting. 

In the course of his address to that bo^, ManhaB imugBd to quaih 

all hopes of granting SDS official status as an approved organization. He 
wigied out the faculty for special "instruction" on how they should 
run their classes and what they could not speak about m the daanoom. 
He stated that no faculty member had the right "...to INFORM or 
penuade his students in any area save that of his own expertise..." in 
tiie classroom. 

In mentioning a Black Studies program, Marshall discussed plans to 
extend cooperation between FAMU and FSU. Such a program is very 
laudable, but not if it means, as VkJe Aesidant Arnold recently stated, 
that we do not need a Black Studies program at FSU since there is one 
a FAMU. The universities should remain S4>parate entities with 
independent programs, but with increased cooperation. 

All in all, Marshall seoned to strike a supriangly familiar conservative 
Stance. Aade from incieaed commiuucation, which seems to have been 
of no importance in the SDS issue, tiungi appnentlylKve dunged my 
UtUe. Marshall, like his predeceanr, seems to say one thing and do 
anotfier. He has either weighed the evidence and chosen ihe decision 
achich has the weakest argument but which will have the least 
repercussion from outside the university comnuinity, or he has allowed 
perscMial bias to enter into las decision. 

Ms arguments in favor of SDS recognition were rational and based 
<m legality, the university's image in the national academic 
eoaamuity, the non^teett represented by this smaQ, iaocuous group, 
and the fact that a stro^ viaUe democtatic institution seed aot fear 
dissent. 

His arguments against recognition amounted to guilt by association, 
emotional interpretations of the threat to the campus, fear that an FSU 
chapter might aid to national sUength of the organization and charges 
that the SDS application "appevs" to conflict with existing regidations 
governing all organizations. 

We agree with Dr. Marshall that he must "...go beyond the four 
owners of the Bov d of R^u' legolatioiis in the deasions..." he must 
make. We feel that he must often refer to kgal arguments and to the 
wishes of those he governs. 

" "Subjective judgemoite" may destroy the unity of a institution when 
, they conflict with legality and constitutionality. 
I Dr. Marshall made it a point to stress the fact that "as individuals," 
I the rights of SDS members had not been uifri^ed. What he qipem to 
• have overlooked is the fact that organizations have the same 

constitutional rights as incHviduals and that by his decision, he is 

ignoring the rights of groi^ 

He isalsojuatifytaglusactioas because he feels that a majority of the 

people of norida back him. It might be well to remember that a 

najority of the people in the South jaohabfy stfl fiiwr Kgi^tioa, but 

ihat does not make it constitutional. 
If Dr. Marriidl's speech yesterday is any indication of what we face 

n the future, then Florida Sute will probably be the scene of 

ncreasing disunity, disruption and possible vkAnoe. The responsibility 
| br sudi oocunnoes wffl rest fmrfy on the the dioulders of the man 
iMhotpoke unity, but acted against it

Growing Problem of Narcotics 
Needs Expanded Care Program 



The growing problem of narcotics 
needs to be met by expanded 
alter-care programs for individual 
offenders, two officials said last night 
at FSU's Annual Conference on 
Corrections. 

The two officials. Gerald M. 
Parkas of the VS. Bnnau of Msons 
ud R. Bny BoBenson. Miami, of 
A Florida Itobation and Parole 
Commission, advocated expanding 
pnole and probationary programs to 
follow up treatment which addicts 
receive in prisons or treatment 
centers 

Present programs are weak, and 
tte return rate of former addicts to 
resumed use of <kugs is too high. 



He reported that over 300 parolees 
under supervision in Miaini wbr 
convicted of viohtions at nrcotic 
drug laws. 

Fsrkas outlined ftopm aHde 
possUe by the FedenI Narcotic 
AddKt Rehabiiitatiaa Act of 1966 
which em|4iasized the use 
carefully supervised after-care which 
included temporary housing, 
individual and group psychotherapy, 
job placement, and urine testing for 
possible relapse to drug use. 

BoOenson stated, "Narcotics 
is now recognized as more 
violation of the law. It is a

(SOinent approach must be used." 

All states need a narcotics 
rehabilitation center separate of the 
prison system wfiere addicts can go 
voluntarily or by aiminal court 
conviction, he said, 

i-rom these centers, the cured 
addict could be released dhectly to 
the commiHMty or to a "half-way 
house" setting, he said. In bodi cases, 
the fanner adtfict wouU get dose 
personal supervision to pfevcnt him 
&om relapsing to drug use.
